Deputies quoted Bonnet as say- 
ing he had told German Foreign 
Minister Joachim von Ribbentrop 
of the French determination when 
the ‘Nazi leader visited Paris last 
week to sign the French-German 
friendship accord, 

He was told, as was Foreign 

Minister Count Galeazzo Ciano by 
the French Ambassador in Rome, 
that,.even if it meant war, France 
would not give up any of her em- 
pire. - 
Bonnet quoted von Ribbentrop as 
replying that Germany was not 
interested” in Mediterranean prob- 
ems although she remained loyal 
to the Rome-Berlin axis. 

Ciano’s respo was said to 
have been that the Italian Govern-

“Our frequent fireside radio ‘re- 
ports. by the President’ on the 
state of the nation thunder in their 
index of an objective reportorial 
narrative and frequently reveal in 
their text a fiery heat of advocacy 
in which fact and fairness. are 
burned to ashes. 

“Wrong on one side does not 
excuse wrong on the other. But I 
deny that he is sufficiently ‘with- 
out sin to cast the first stone.’ 

“In my own experience, I have 
never received from any counting 
room a hint—much less a, direction 
—as to what I should write. But, 
oh, sir, what I have received from 
the President as to what I should 
not write would wilt weeds at 40 
yards.” 


Isidor Loeb, dean, School of Busi- 
ness and Public Administration, 
Washington University, St. Louis: 

“In his-letter in the Sixtieth An- 
niversary Section of the St. Louis 

Post-Dispatch, the President of the 
United States discusses the freedom 
of the press. This immunity from 
governmental control, as interpret- 
ed by the Supreme Court, has its 
basis in the public interest and wel- 
fare. It does not exist for the bene- 
fit of newspaper publishers or their 
staff but is guaranteed in order 
that individual rights and good 
government may be safeguarded. 

“Tt has been assumed that with 
certain exceptions in the interest 
of public peace and morals, govern- 
mental control cannot be justified, 


It must be recalled, however, that 


social and economic changes have 
had revolutionary effect in journal 
ism as well as in other fields. The 
concept of liberty has been pro- 
foundly modified as regards monop- 
rj control, industrial relations 

and public welfare, and freedom of 
the press does not provide mu- 
nity for newspaper establiarments 
as regards these matters. 

“The constitutional basis of free- 
dom of the press affords no ground 
for dissent from the President's 
convietion that newspapers cannot 
be edited te the interests of . 
general pu rom the countin 

room. Serious difficulties and 
somes dangers would be involved 
in any attempt at governmental 
regulation of this matter. To the 
extent that it is possible, under ex- 
isting conditions, newspaper read- 
ers will exercise a restraining influ- 
ence. Chief reliance for the preven- 
tion of governmental control, how- 
ever, must be placed on the en- 
lightened self-interest of newspaper 
publishers who will not permit their

To Appeal to Judge Clark for 
Wider Injunction After Phil- 
adelphia Decision.

NEWARK, N. J., Dec. 14.— Plans

issued by Judge Clark in another 
case, restraining the “deportation” 
of labor pickets from Jersey. City, 

Last Nov. 7 Judge Clark issued 
a sweeping injunction granting the 
CIO, Civil Liberties Union and al- 
lied organizations equal meeting 
tights with other groups in Jersey 
City, restraining 
and upholding other civil rights of 
the plaintiffs. 

In this decree Judge Clark did 
not grant relief on some items in 
the complaint—principally certain 


aspects of the rights of pickets and 


the rights of unions to carry on orm 
ganizational activities — because 
these rights under the Wagner Act 
had been upheld by him in the pre- 
vious injunction, issued March 15, 
1937, and then on appeal. 

Judge Clark said he “felt that 
both courtesy and efficiency re- 
quired abstention (by him) until 
the. decision of the Third Circuit is 
handed down.” 

This decision was handed down 
yesterday in Philadelphia and, in 
Ernst’s view, the court’s action 
wiped from the books the protec- 
tion accorded pickets and union or- 


ganizers. 

The old injunction was granted 
to the Boot and Shoe Workers’ 
Union ‘and the Upholsterers’ Union, 
both A. F. of L. affiliates. 

Jersey City’s appeal from the 
more recent injunction also is pend- 
ing before the Circuit Court in Phil- 
adelphia. 

Ernst said that Judge Clark, al-
